WASHINGTON, March 5 — The 
American-Britieh-Franch 
attempt 
to overthrow Genermliaatmo Fran­ 
cisco Franco today ran smack In­ 
to a defiant “I wont quit** from 
the swashbuckling Spanish leader. 
It got a mixed reception in th* 
^U nited flutes congrtun where re­ 
action ranged from “Great stuff” 
to charges of American interven­ 
tion in Spain. Critics also rapped 
the 
trt-power move 
aa “further 
Russian appeasement.” 
Reaction Anticipated 
Franco’s reaction was antici­ 
pated. In fact, there were indica­ 
tions before the three power dec­ 
laration was releasd that none of 
rn the sponsors expected it to do the 
trick. 
The declaration was addressed 
to the Spanish p e o p le — specifically 
to “leading patriotic and liberal- 
minded Spaniards.” It merely ex­ 
pressed the hope that they soon 
would find means to bring about 
the 
“peaceful 
withdrawal” 
of 
Franco and establish an interim or i 
caretaker government until free 
national elections could be held.

France, after agreeing 
to support the three power com­ 
promise declaration, indicated that 
she was nevertheless reserving her 
right to appeal for council action. 
Soviet Russia did not participate 
in the joint diplomatic maneuver.

Hole In Ground Is Sold 
To Pull Navy Out Of Red 


NEW YORK, March 5 The 
W. L. Maxson Corp., engineers 
and manufacturers, announced 
today that it had bought a hole 
in the ground from the United 
States Navy for $1. and thereby 
pulled the Navy out of a book­ 
keeping hole. 
The hole, IO feet long, eight 
feet wide, and fix feet deep, is in 
a corner of a building at Taft- 
ville, Conn. The building and 
numerous other adjacent prop­ 
erties were purchased by the 
corporation from the Navy sev­ 
eral months ago. 
Some time later, the Navy dis­ 
covered that its itemized Items 
of sale had failed to include the 
hole, which had been dug to con­ 


tain airplane propellers The hole 
had been entered on Navy led­ 
gers as an asset. The Navy of­ 
fice of material redistribution 
and disposal at Hartford asked 
the company would it pleas* 
make the purchase for $1. 
Company officials debated the 
transaction, considered offering 
the Navy a truck to haul away 
the asset, brushed aside a sug­ 
gestion that they could not buy 
something which didn t, exist, 
and sent a check for $1 to the 
Navy.

PAIN in the right rid* of tho 
abdomen is often due to appet* 
dicitis. This does not mean that 
all cases of right-sided pain come 
from this cause. In the same way 
increased frequency of emptying 
the bladder with pain and the 
presence of pus in the urine, is 
often caused by an inflammation 
of the bladder known as cystitis, 
but this does not mean that many 
other disorders may not produce 
these symptoms. 
Hence, when such bladder symp­ 
toms occur, a careful study ie 
needed to tell just what disorder 
is present. Furthermore, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Herman L. Kretachmer 
of Chicago, the cystitis or inflam­ 
mation of the bladder may in turn 
be produced by various other dis­ 
turbances. Sometimes the cystitis 
develops following an operation. It 
sometimes recurs at interval* be­ 
cause of an infection in the pelvis 
or the kidney. 
Bladder Symptoms 
Bladder symptoms may also be 
produced by constipation or by in­ 
flammation of the colon or large 
intestine due to the excessive use 
of cathartics. Tuberculosis of the 
kidney may be followed by tuber­ 
culosis infection of the bladder. 
Infection in the lymph glands in 
the neck, and bone infections, 
often may lead to bladder symp­ 
toms, such as frequent emptying. 
Diseases of the womb, of the tubes, 
or of the ovaries, may be respon­ 
sible for frequent urination and 
pus in the urine. 
, 
To complete the diagnosis, an 


examination of th# bladder by 
means of a cystoscopa is impor­ 
tant. The cystoscope is an instru­ 
ment maria up of a tube with a 
light on the end of it, whieh can 
be passed into the bladder, thus 
allowing th* bladder to be in- 
s pee tad by th* physician. If it ia 
found upon such examination that 
th* bladder is normal, further 
study of th# ureters, which lead 
from the kidney to the bladder, 
and the kidneys as well, is acces­ 
sary. 


Immediate Treatment 
Once a definite diagnoais of cys­ 
titis is made, treatment should be 
started at once. This according ta 
Dr. Kretachmer consists of com­ 
plete rest in bed during the early 
stages, the giving of drugs to 
quiet the patient and relieve pain, 
and the application of heat to th* 
bladder area, that is, over the 
lower part of th# abdomen. 
For from seven to ten days, 
some alkaline substance such aa 
baking soda or potassium citrate 
is given to make the urine alkaline. 
Then a drug known as hexamethy- 
lenamine may be administered 
when the urine is acid again. If 
constipation is present, it should 
be overcome by proper treatment, 
but the giving of strong laxatives 
is inadvisable. 
If theae simple measures do not 
relieve the cystitis, It is probable 
that there is some complication 
present which is causing the con­ 
dition to continue. Further treat­ 
ment consists in finding this com- 
pleating factor if that Is possible 
and getting rid of i t
